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Remarkable Hiffory of San Pietro, a Corfi- 
can General, in the Sixteenth Century. 
AN PIETRO, called alfo Battelica, from 

the town of Baltia, the place of his birth, 

in Corfica, was a celebrated General in the 
French fervice, during the reigns of Francis 
I, Henry II, and Charles 1X. He was born, 
as it were, with an hereditary hatred to the 
Genoefe, then fovereigns of Cortica. From 
his infancy he bore arms againft them, aud, 
by his valour and military fkill, became tor- 
midable to the republic. His exploits gained 
him the heart of Vanini Ornano, a very rich 
and beautiful heirefs, the only daughter of the 
viceroy of Corfica. 

Pietro might have lived in tranquility, 
protected by this advantageous alliance, had 
he not fuppofed that the Genoefe never could 
pardon his offences. Full of this imayina- 
tion, and of new fchemes, he retired into 
France, with his wife and children. There 
he ferved the court very fuccelsfully during 
the civil wars; but ftiil defirous of reftoring 
liberty to his country, he was inceflanily en- 
deavouring to difturb the Genoefe. He even 
went to Conftantinople to folicit the Turks 
to fend a fleet againft them. : 

During this voyage, the republic, atten. 
tive tothe proceedings of Pietro, fent their 
spents to his wife, who was then at Mar- 
leilles, to induce her to return to her coun- 
try, by promifing the reftoration of her for- 
tune, and giving hopes that her placing this 
confidence in the ftaie would procure a par- 
don to her hufband. The credulous Vanini 
was perfuaded. She firft fent away her fur- 
niture and jewels, and then fet fail, with he 
children, for Genoa. Afriend of Pietro’s, 
receiving early intelligence of this, armed a 
hip, purfued the fugitive, brought ber back 
into France, and furrendered her to the par- 
hament of Aix. 

Pietro, ov his return from Conftantinople, 
was informed of this adventure. One of his 
doweitics, who had not fullicient refolution 
to oppofe it, he flabbed with his own band. 
He then went to Aix, and demanded his wife. 
The parliament was unwilling to truft the la- 
dy in his power ; but the beautiful Vanini, 
luperior to fear, although expe@ing fome fa- 
talevent, earneftly fclicited to be reflored to 
her hufband. Her requeft was granted, and 
they fet out together for Marfeilles. When 
Pietro came to his own houle, he found it 
unfinihhed. This fight roufed his fury. With- 
out departing from the refpe& he had con- 
fiantly preferved for his wife, becaufe her 
defcent had been greatly fuperior to his, he 
reproached her for her mifconduct, declared 
it could be expiated only by death, and com- 
ihanded two of his flaves to execute this ter- 
rible fentence. J] do not fhrink from my 
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fate,” cried the heroic Vanini, ‘but fince I 
mutt die, I beg, as the lait fayour, it may 
not be by the hands of thefe wretches, bac 
by that of the braveftof men, who! valour 
firft indaced me to efpoufe him,’’— i he bar- 
barian, whom nothing could foften, ient his 
executioners away, threw himlelf at whe feet 
of his wife, called her his queen and his mt. 
trefs, embraced her tenderly, implored 
pardonin the mot humble terms

their children to be introduced, be em. 
braced them. He weot, with the onforta 
nate mother, over theie melancholy pledges 
of their affection, put thie tatal cord round 
her neck, and firaneled Bee with" bis own 
hands! What a fcene would this furnif for 
the dramatic poet! What fublime and beau- 
tiful feutiment for Edmund Burke, were he 
to undertake the eulogy of the extravagant 


and romantic ipirit of thofe dittraéted umes, 
in which cruelty, he might lay, as on another 
occalion, ‘* loft half itshorrer, by loting half 
iis grofinefs !” 

Pietro fet out immediately for the court, 
where the news of his crime had arrived be- 
fore him, and he was forbidden to appear.— 
Notwithfteanding this, he prefented himfclf 
before the King, the dereitable Charies the 
Ninth. He talked of his fervices, claimed 
their reward, and expofing his naked bofom, 
which was full ot fears, ‘* what fignifies itto 
the King,” faid the favage, ‘* what figuifics 
itto France, whether a pood or a bad under- 
ftanding fubfited between Pietro and his 
wife ??’—.Every perfon was Mockedat the da- 
ring behaviour of this maniac; but, never- 
thelefs, he waspardoned. ‘ Je femblance 
of heroifm, whicir was jeined to his guilr,’’ 
fays the author of L’Eiprit de ia Ligue, ‘ ea- 
lily pleaded his excufe in a court, where the 
fovereiga himfelf fet examples of violence.” 
This murder was committed In 1567, teven 
years before the reign of Henry ill.

MONG a number of perjons who vere ami- 

Jing themiclves with feaiting, on the Frifh-

What rendered 
this accident flill more affecting was Adams being 
a fuitor of Mr. Morrel’s wife’s filter.

A letter from General Labourdonnaye announ- 
ced, that he expected to take poffeffion of An- 
vers (or Antwerp) the next day—Cockades in- 
creafe daily here—they had filed of from the citi- 
del in nambers, expecting an attack ; fome of 
the baggage is taken, the Gen. has fent forward 
a Gattalion to occupy Bruges and Oftend—and 
adds, that by this means the army of che north 
will be ia poffeffien of all the maritime ports of 
autrichienne Flanders. 

They write to the convention from the eaftern 
coaft of France, that an army of 30,000 men 
will be ready to march by Dec. 1; they are in dif- 
ferent corps from Perpignan to Toulon. The 
people are ready on thst ccaft, and a defcent by 
the Spaniards would be laughed at—were it permit- 
ed, the ardour of the people is fech, that they 
woeld not only erter Catalogne (Spain) bat pe- 
netrate triumphantly to Madrid! 

The Heffians have retreated to the other fide of 
Marboug, pafling by Hernburg—the Proufiians 
are neither at Weilbourg, nor Weflar, fays Gen. 
Cofline. 

The Mai! from the Southward due at Philadel- 
phia, on the 2gth alt. was robbed foon after it 
Jeft Baltimore. 

Capt Robert Lutk of the thip Hlizabeth, belong- 
ing to Greenock in Scotiand, arrived at Philadel- 
phia, on Monday evening, from Sslo, in Spain, 
which place he left the 1{t day ot December, he in- 
forms that the Spaniards were in great coniterna- 
ton wpon hesring that the combined armies were 
furced to reqreat, that they were colleéting all the 
troops from their interior garrifons, in order to for- 
bf, their frontier onthe part of France.

During the late bombardment of Lifle, one 
ftratagem uled by the garrifon, was dreadfully 
effective. Being informed that whenever the 
town was completely on fire, an attempt would be 
made upon one of the gates, they railed by com- 
baftables, a great fame on one fide. The enemy 
advanced and were {fuffered to get within a quarter 
of a mile of the works when fifty cannon loaded 
with grape thot,were difcharged at them, and that 
fire was enough. The regiment of Clairfait re- 
turned with only four men out of a whole battalion 
and the next day 50 waggon loadsof wounded ar- 
rived at the hofpital. 

Knoxville, (South of the Odio) Dec. 29.—-On 
Saturday the 22d init. a party of Indians went to 
to the houfe of. Mr. Richardion, in jefferfon coun- 
ty on Little Pigeon, 25 miles from this place, and 
killed Mrs. Richardfon, Mrs. Fofter, Mils Schull 
and two children, with their tomahawks and a 
war-club, the latter of which they left in the 
houfe ; robbed the houfe and went off. It appears 
that they had Jaid in wait upon a hill which over- 
looked Richardfon’s door many hours, and took 
the opportunity of his abfence, of only half ao 
hour, to maffacree his family. 

On the next day, Sunday, John Barkim, in 
the fame neighbourhood, in fearch of his horfes, 
faw two Indians attempting to catch them, on 
which he fired upon one, who dropped his arms, 
but itis feared he did not kill him. 

We learnthat a Mrs. Crocket and eight chil- 
dren were lately killed on the frontiers of Georgia, 
by the Cherokees; but are unable to give the 
particulars of the tranfaction. 

Capt. Henly, who was fuppofed to be killed at 
the time his party was attacked and defeated on 
the Cumberland path, is now a prifoner at Will’s 
Town, in the Cherokee nation,

of Brookfield, (Mafl.) Saran Nog re, io the 
102d year of her age. She was defcended from 
the family of Drake, in Eaft Cheiter, flate of 
New-York. She remembered the time when the 
firft fermon was delivered in Eait Cheiter by an 
epifcopal clergyg@@an; who is fuppofed to have 
been the firft miffionary of that order in the fate 
of New-York, She was able to recoliect when 
knives and forks were Arit ufed in the city of New- 
York.
